After the prayer two- young 
passed around corn bread and water, of 
which nil partook sparingly. Then the 
men took off their shoes, and Old Man 
Sleigh, with the bucket, passed down 
the line, going through the motions of 
Washing their feet and drying them on 
the towel. After this ceremony was 
over the men kissed each other, and the 
women did the same. This was followed 
by a silence that was becoming posi- 
tively palatal when, to my great sur- 
prise, Bell rose and walked back to the 
little platform, where the old man em- 
braced him. To this day I cannot tell 
whether it was religious zeal or the de- 
sire to make a good impression on our 
mountain friends that prompted Bell's 
conduct, but I am williug to give him 
the benefit of the doubt. 

He began so quietly and hesitated si 
long and so often that I feared ho had 
made a mistake, but gradually he 
wanned up, mid he began to sway his 
biily ami to introduce "ahs." Although 
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exclamations from his audience. After 
a time he tooi up the war, and with in- 
tense fervor called out: 

"I thank the good Lor, ah, that mo 
and all them az is of my kin is Demo- 
crats, all, but oh.

To my gr at relief, Bell fell in with 
the scheme, anil Hank Bowman, a tall, 
reticent youug man of fonr-and-twenty, 
consented to guide us across White and 
into the northern part of Lumpkin 
county. The near approach of the Con- 
federates threw the little settlement into 
a state of great excitement, but. judg- 
ing from the celerity with which every- 
body moved, this was by no means a 
new experience. The cattle wero driven 
into the hills, and the men, nearly all of 
whom where deserters, prepared to fol- 
low, and wero ready, if not eager, to 
fight. Old Man Sleigh's daughter gave 
us bread and meat sufficient for two 
days, and about midnight we said good- 
by to our kind friends and started off 
with Hank Bowman. How this young 
man, without a moment's doubt, kept 
on over streams, along valleys and across 
the wooded spurs of the Blue Ridge, 
and never leaving the trail during the 
night, must remain among the most 
striking of my experiences on this long 
and varied march to freedom. 

Except for occasional Btops to eat or 
to bathe our feet, w> made no long halt 
that day. 
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fact did not give them nearly the 
same concern that young Bowman's 
story did about the Confederates ad- 
vancing from Rabun. About the mid- 
dle of the afternoon we came upon one 
of the typical cabins. This was the 
home "whenever he was about" of a 
Union man named White, whom, Hank 
Bowman assured us, it would be eutire- 
ly safe to tie to. As there was no lock 
to the door, there was no trouble in get- 
ting in; there was but little furni- 
ture inside, ne sign of a bed, and the 
cold ashes on the hearth told that it had 
been some time since a fire was lit there. 

This place was as far as Hank Bow- 
man had "allowed to come." He as- 
sured us that White would soon show 
up, and that we had "better hang round 
like" till he did, when it would be en- 
tirely safe to trust him. Bell had some 
Confederate money left, which he of- 
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The thought that we might catch up 
with our troops the next day filled Bell 
and myself \ ith an intense desire to be 
moving. Still, we decided to conceal 
ourselves in the woods near by and wait 
till the next morning, if need be, for 
White. We kept watch by turns, but 
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told us that 

Wnite's cabin was tho Etowah 
along which "thar was right smart of 
gold mining," but he cautiuiie.l u« ngain-t 
the miners, some of whom, he declared, 
would kill u man for a dollar. 

The coming of Mr. White was alto- 
gether nncert-iin, so after breakfast iiuil 
a careful gathering up of every crumb 
that was 1« ft we started off with the 
rising sun at our backs. It was mid- 
afternoon before we met anybody, aud 
then it was in an unexpected way. We 
had just come upon a road that led iu 
tho direction of our advance when we 
heard yells in the distance, followed by 
the pounding of hoofs. 

There were two or three men, not 
mare, we felt sure, in the party. 
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They were 
boys, dressed iu a cadet uniform and 
armed with carbines. Without consult- 
ing me Bell stepped into the road, and I 
followed. The young men turned pale, 
and one of them was alwut to dash off 
when he noticed our clothes, and shouted 

"Thunder! I thought you were Yanks." 

"Yon uns seem to be running as if 
the Yanks was close by," said Bell. 

The youug men declared that the 
Yankee cavalry wero close by; they had 
seen a lot of them-a regiment, one of 
them declared— not an hour before, and 
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let them go th

Just before dark we heard what we 
took to be tho sound of artillery firing to 
the s. nth and west.

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By the death of the Dowager Lady 
Falmouth her* eldest son, the present 
Lord Falmouth, succeeds to one of the 
most venerable titles in the English 
peerage. Tho barony of Le Despencer 
was created by writ of summons in 1204, 
and the name of Hugh Le Dospeucer 
was of historic note iu the reigns of Ed- 
ward II and Edward III. The barony 
being a barony by writ was transmissi- 
ble, where male heirs failed, In the fe- 
male line, and a succession of heiresses 
carried the title of Le Despencer in the 
families of Beauehamp, Nevill, Fane 
and Stapleteu.
